We had yeslerdiy the pleasure of 
■peeling two very line vessels, built by 
Messrs Robert Napier and Sons, and at 
present lying iu their dock at .Lancofidd. 
They are tu»s which were coulractcd 
for by Mr. "any of Quebec on the part of 
the provincial Government for Canada,and 
arc intended to be used for towing vessels 
engaged iu the Canadian trade from the 
Jslaud of Anlicosti up to Quebec. As they 
are without exception, the finest vessels of 
their class ever built, a few particulars re- 
garding them will not be uniuteresting.— - 
rhcy are built of iron, the plates helmr 



much thicker than those used in the con- 
struction of the Edinburgh . Their leng th 
of keel is 170 feet, breadth of beam SO feet 
and their depth 17$ feet. They arc each 
730 tons burthen, and will he propelled by 
a screw, driven by a pair of oscillating en- 
gines of about 4-00 horse power. Wc saw 
one pair of the engines and were struck 
with their remarkable strength aed solidity. 
A party experienced in engineering, assured 
us that better engines never left the Clyde, 
lioth vessels are schooner rigged, and lif- 
ted with four water tight bulkheads. The 
chains and anchors are in accordance with 
the rules of the Admiralty. Cabins, conir 
rnodious and highly finished, sufficient to ac- 
commodate upward of a dozen passtngers, 
have been filled up, nnd when completed, 
instead of resembling lug such as our 
readers are in tho habit of teeing on the 
Clyde, these vessels will in many respects 
outstrip some of our first-class ocean bteaui- 
er*. 1'hey are named Queen VtcOi/'ta and 
J NajxJc on I/I., cud have been buili cuder 



No poor man can afford to be a poor far- 
mer. When 1 have recommended agricul- 
tural improvements, I have been told *' this 
expensive farming will do well enough for 
lich people, but we who arc in moderate 
circumstances can't afford it." Now, it is 
not ornamental farming that I recommend, 
but profitable farming. It is true that the 
amount of man's capital must fix the limit 
of his business j in agriculture as in every 
thing else. IJul however poor you may be, 
you can afford to cultivate land well, if you 
afford to cultivate it at all. It may be out 
of your power to keep a large farm in a 
high slate of cultivation, hut yon should 
•oil a part ot it, and cultivate a small one. 
If you arc a poor man you cannot afford to 
accept half a crop from land capable of 
yielding a whole one. If you arc a poor 
man you cannot afford to fence two acres 
to secure the crop you ought to grow on 
one j you cannot afford to pay or lose the 
interest on the cost of 100 acres of land. 
No man can afford *0 raise 20 bushels of 
corn per acre, not even if the land were 
given him, for 20 bushels per acre will not 
pay the cost of the miserable cultivation 
that produces it. 

No poor man can afford to cultivate his 
land in such a manner as will cause it to de- 
teriorate in value. Good farming improves 
the value of the land — and the farmer who 
manages his farm so as to get the largest 
crop it is capable of yielding, increases its 
value every year. 

No farmer can afford to produce weeds. 
They grow to be sure, without cultivation ; 
they spring up spontaneously on all land, 
and especially rich land j but though they 
cost no toil, a farmer cannot afford to raise 
them ; the same clement that feeds them. 
would with proper cultivation, nourish a 
crop, and no farmer can afford to spend on 
weeds the natural wealth which was be- 
stowed by Providence to fill his granaries.

Conference, Ihe highest court in the church, 
to decide whether the Cnvtruwciit grant 
should he accepted or not. fn compliance, 
Iheieforc with the request of the Niagara' 
Hay of Quinte Annual Conferrenco, the 
General Kupcrintendanls called. a special 
I nc Cling of the <!eneral Conference, corn- 
composed of ministers of the body, and 
they convened in Bronx I in, Whitby, on 
Wednesday the 23rd in.t. There were 
-19 delegates present, representing Ike en- 
tire connection, The first day was went in 
the appointment of committees ana other 
preliminary bu«mcv", and on Thursday mor- 
ning a resolution was moved by (he Rev, 
James HichnrdsOn, and seconded by' the 
Hev.

It was intended that they should bear 
the names of Kingston and London; but it 
has teen suggested that Westminster and 
Poitsmouth would be more appropriate, there 
being already a see of London in England 
and of Kingston, in Jamaica. The endow- 
ment will proceed from the Colonial Bishop- 
ric Fund. 

The Government of Canada has passed an 

order in Council, ordering that the funds de- 
rived from the sales of lands in each partic- 
ular township, or other municipality, and ap- 
plicable to the purposes of the fund formed 
under the 1 lib section of the Act IfiVic. 
Chi 159, and not already apportioned, be ap- 
plied to tho making, maintaining, altering.
